(a) The Casella facility is currently permitted to processes up to 890 tpd construction and demolition
(C&D) debris by receiving and sorting the material into various recyclable materials (wood, metal,
fines, etc.} and shipping those products out for reuse.

(b) REP is proposing to add municipal solid waste (MSW) to their process. The total permitted capacity
for both the C&D and MSW will remain at 890 tpd. MSW will undergo only minimal sorting to remove
waste ban items (metal, wood) but otherwise will only be loaded for transfer to a disposal or
incineration facility.

(¢) Expansion: No expansion of the building or site is proposed.

Further impacts: adding MSW to the process stream will not increase emissions. MSW will be
handled inside the building and a misting/odor counteractant system is in place. New
ventilation/filtration equipment is being added.

Commencement: There is no change in commencernent of the project or construction.

Change in Site: There is no change in the project site

New application for permit or request for financial assistance or land transfer: The change does not
involve any of those requests or applications.



Any delays in expected benefits: There will be no delay in the realization of the benefits of a local
o } transfer facility for MSW.

Lapse in time: There was no lapse in time associated with this change.

{d) REP has historically operated and will continue to operate in accordance with an Environmental
Monitoring Plan and a Operation and Maintenance Plan that have been developed to ensure
protection of the environment in the vicinlty of the REP facility.
